Beyond  Color 


The  use  of  color  to  reveal  a  different 


New  Banking 
Program 
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On  a  fine  winter’s  day,  when  the  sun  was  bright  and  the  wind  came  in  light 
gusts  that  sent  the  clouds  racing  across  the  sky,  the  most  popular  thing  to  do  on 
a  Sunday  afternoon  in  Southwest  San  Francisco  was  to  walk  along  the  flume  to 
see  if  Lake  Merced  was  still  there.  This  was  the  most  common  “cheap  date," 
usually  the  only  way  to  spend  time  with  your  beau.  Money,  if  you  had  any,  was 
not  to  be  spent  on  frivolous  things  like  shows  or  restaurant  meals  or  even 
trolleys,  except  on  rare  and  special  occasions.  Anyway,  it  was  more  fun  to  walk 
out  with  your  honey  in  the  sunshine  along  a  wooden  pathway  that  afforded  a  fine 
view  and  a  few  occasions  to  hold  hands  or  even  an  arm  around  the  waist,  just  to 
steady  yourself  on  the  narrow  boards. 


The  flumes  came  and  went  to  Lake  Merced,  the  city’s  water  supply.  They  were 
built  by  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  to  facilitate  getting  the  drinking  water 
downtown  until  Hetch  Hetchy  was  built.  Little  flumes  ran  through  the  hills, 
snaking  downtown,  “little”  being  sometimes  five  feet  in  diameter. 

A  flume,  for  the  younger  generation's  information,  is  an  enormous  pipe  built  of 
wood  with  metal  bands  to  hold  it  together,  rather  like  a  barrel.  These  pipes  were 
three  to  six  feet  in  diameter  and  carried  drinking  water,  or  in  some  cases  run-off 
rain  or  sewage.  There  are  still  some  flumes  to  be  seen  near  Lake  Merced  along 
the  highway  to  Reno.  In  southwest  San  Francisco  a  flume  carried  drinking  water 
from  Lake  Merced;  another  giant  flume  ran  down  Brotherhood  Way  carrying

run-off  water  to  the  sea. 

This  big  flume  near  what  is  now  Junipero  Serra  Blvd.  and  ran  along  a  viaduct 
to  just  south  of  Lake  Merced,  emptying  into  the  sea  at  Fort  Funston.  The  object 
was  to  by-pass  the  lake  to  keep  it  pure  for  downtown’s  delicate  palates.  The' 
flume  started  at  ground  level  and  was  sometimes  elevated  15  feet  across  the 
„  gullies. 

“Fifteen  feet  in  the  air"  doesn’t  seem  very  high  in  this  day  of  high-rise 
buildings  and  airplances  cruising  miles  above  the  earth,  but  in  1900,  out  in  this 
neighborhood,  probably  the  only  way  to  get  15  feet  off  the  ground  was  to  climb 
on  someone's  roof  peak  or  walk  the  flume.  It  was  really  pretty  thrilling  stuff. 

As  far  as  can  be  determined,  the  flume  systems  were  begun  before  1871  and 
were  in  use  until  the  early  1930s.  By  the  1930s,  San  Francisco  had  built  a 
modern  water  system,  and  old  wood  pipes  were  no  longer  needed.  The  flumes 
were  not  maintained  and  quickly  rotted  away.  Mothers  constantly  forbade  their 
children  to  play  on  these  dangerous  structures,  but  the  thrill  of  walking  along  a 
pipe  15  feet  in  the  air  was  irrestible,  especially  when  Mom  said  not  to.  Many  are 
the  oldtimers  who  remember  walking  along  the  flume  and  having  a  foot— or  a 
whole  self— fall  through  the  rotting  wood. 

Times  change,  and  the  innocent  thrill  of  a  country  walk  with  someone  special 
has  faded.  Nowadays,  it’s  autos,  movies,  and  McDonald’s;  but  I’m  not 
convinced  that  young  people  today  have  as  much  fun,  or  have  the  time  to  talk 
and  laugh  and  grow  into  adults  as  ready  to  take  on  the  responsibilities  of  the 
world  as  in  the  old  times.

Are  some  of  us  cynical  about  government?  If  so,  why? 

Do  we  want  to  leave  it  to  those  who  do  vote  to  make  all  the  choices?  I  can’t 
believe  that  is  so.  When  you  don’t  vote  do  you  think  that  your  vote  can't  count 
that  much? 

Now  do  you  know  how  much  it  counts? 

Only  51  percent  of  the  eligible  voters  in  San  Francisco  voted  in  each  of  the  last 
two  local  elections.  That  means  49  percent  (almost  half)  of  the  eligible  voters  did 
not  vote. 

What  if  49  percent  did  not  pay  taxes,  did  not  obey  traffic  signals,  did  not  obey 
the  law,  or  did  not  go  to  school? 

What  would  happen  then? 

So,  next  chance  you  get— don't  leave  it  up  to  those  other  fellas— make  your 
own  choice  and  get  out  and  vote.  The  democracy  you  save  may  be  your  own.

The  S.F.  Council  of  Churches  Tele¬ 
phone  Reassurance  Program  provides 
a  daily  safety  check  for'  older  people 
living  alone  with  few  or  no  social 
contacts.  A  volunteer  is  matched  with 
a  Senior  who  needs  this  service  and 
the  two  agree  to  a  specified  time  each 
day  for  the  daily  call.  If  a  Senior  does 
not  answer  his/her  phone  at  the 
specified  time,  a  pre-arranged  emer¬ 
gency  procedure  begins.  In  order  to 
receive  this  service,  a  Senior  must 
provide  the  S.F.  Council  of  Churches 
with  a  letter  authorizing  someone 
selected  by  the  participant  to  enter  his 
or  her  home  when  the  daily  call  is  not 
answered.  That  authorized  individual 
can  be  a  relative,  friend,  neighbor  or 
apartment  manager  who  has  a  key 
and  lives  close  by.

On  the  corner  of  Sadowa  and  San 
Jose,  just  across  from  the  Ocean  View 
Hardware,  the  DMV  Construction 
Company  is  building  an  office  build¬ 
ing  for  Anderson’s  Roofing  Co. 

Dan  Mahoney  and  Michael  Bovo  had 
no  idea  what  they  had  uncovered 
when  large  blocks  of  granite  appeared 
in  the  digging  of  the  foundation. 
These  blocks  are  about  three  feet  by 
four  feet  and  weigh  hundreds  of 
pounds.  They  look  like  gravestones, 
they  even  have  names  carved  on 
them. 

Scary  as  it  seemed,  the  men  dug  on, 


only  to  find  more  stones,  lots  of'chips 
and  stuff  like  that.  No  sign  of  coffins 
no  sign  of  decomposed  bodies,  no 
bones,  just  granite  stones. 

What  was  there?  Everyone  says  a 
stone  carver,  must  have  been  here, 
but  nobody  can  remember  that  far 
back.

Have  A  Safe  ride!

A  woman  totters  onto  the  bus,  arms  laden  with  packages,  purse  dangling  from 
her  wrist,  and  proceeds  carefully  to  the  back,  where  a  number  of  loud  school 
teenagers  occupy  all  seats.  The  woman  grasps  a  pole  precariously  as  the  bus 
pulls  over  to  pick  up  a  passenger.  Suddenly  the  back  doors  of  the  bus  fly  open  as 
a  kid  dashes  away  with  her  purse.  The  woman  screams.  Nobody  turns  to  look  at 
her. 

The  growing  number  of  incidences  on  Muni  have  scared  some  people  away 
from  taking  the  bus:  yet,  there  is  often  no  choice  for  those  (especially  the  poor 
and  the  elderly)  who  must  depend  upon  the  bus  for  transportation. 

While  it  has  been  suggested  that  more  police  officers  be  assigned  to  patrol 
buses,  there  will  never  be  enough  staff  to  cover  each  and  every  bus  at  all  times. 
The  obvious  solution  to  Muni  violence  lies  with  its  patrons. 

How  can  you  make  your  bus  ride  a  safe  one?  There  are  several  ways  in  which 
you  can  help  yourself  and  fellow  Muni  patrons.

TAKE  THE  BUS, 
SAVE  ENERGY 


Alertness  is  of  primary  importance  in  preventing  Muni  crime.  For  example, 
standing  near  the  doors  with  your  purse  dangling  loosely  from  your  arm  is  an 
obvious  invitation  for  pursesnatchers...yet  many  patrons,  as  they  scramble  for 
change,  have  their  purses  open,  dangling,  and  vulnerable.  Having  the  correct 
change  ready  before  boarding  will  allow  you  to  protect  your  purse  or  wallet. 
Project  SAFE  recommends  that  passengers  sit  as  far  up  front  and  as  close  to 
the  driver  as  possible  when  the  coach  is  empty  or  nearly  empty.  If  the  bus  is 
crowded,  however,  you  might  consider  standing  near  the  back  doors  (leaving 
the  rear  of  the  bus  for  heftier  people  who  are  more  likely  to  be  able  to  handle 
trouble). 

It  may  be  suggested  that  the  elderly  become  aware  of  school  schedules  on  the 
lines  they  are  traveling.  What  schools  are  near  the  buses  you  take?  When  do 
these  schools  start  and  finish?  What  special  events  (such  as  games  and  dances) 
will  be  taking  place  during  the  school  semester,  and  at  what  times  will  these 
events  end?  Such  information  may  be  obtained  from  the  schools  themselves 
(their  locations  and  phone  numbers  are  in  the  telephone  book),  and  will  not  only' 
help  prevent  crime,  but  will  save  you  from  having  to  board  a  crowded  vehicle. 
Supporting  fellow  passengers  is  the  second  key  to  your  safety  on  public 
transportations.  In  most  cases,  passengers,  by  far,  outnumber  the  few 
troublemakers  on  the  bus.  Patrons  who  are  aware  of  impending  trouble,  and 
who  verbally  support  fellow  riders,  are  much  more  likely  to  dispel  agitators 
without  violent  results. 

-Those  people  would  not  be  so  willing  to  assault  and  disturb  passengers  if  they 
were  aware  that  30  riders  will  support  each  other.  Of  course,  there  is  not  much 
you  can  do  if  50  troublemakers  board  a  bus.  However,  most  incidences  are 
caused  by  2-3  people,  and  can  be  controlled. 

Carrying  a  “shrill  alarm”  (a  cannister  of  compressed  air  that  emits  a  shrill 
shriek  upon  pressure)  can  alert  others  within  and  outside  the  bus  that 
something  is  wrong.  If  an  incident  should  arise,  try  to  press  it  near  an  open 
window,  so  its  full  effect  can  reach  the  street.  These  alarms  sell  from  $1.75  to 
$4.95,  and  can  be  purchased  in  drug  and  variety  stores  such  as  Grand  Auto, 
Walgreen's,  and  Merrill's. 

Safety  on  the  bus  requires  little  effort  on  your  part.  Passengers  helping  fellow 
passengers  means  that  everyone  benefits  in  enjoying  a  safe,  tension-free  ride.

I  bid  for 
the  contract,  I  hire  and  pay  the 
employees.  It’s  a  good  example  of 
diversification  of  business.  Big  cor¬ 
porations  sell  different  products,  why 
shouldn't  the  individual?” 


In  fact,  he  may  rename  his  opera¬ 
tion,  “Mailbox,  Et  Cetera,"  Dr.  Soss 
says.  The  Mailbox  is  taking  over  the 
task  of  handling  payments  for  PG&E, 
water  and  telephone  bills,  formerly 
done  next  door  at  Nautilus  Bookstore. 

Mailbox  subscribers  have  a  choice'  of 


box  rental  ($5  key  deposit  plus  $5  a 
month  rent,  three  months  minimum) 
or  mail  folder  rental  ($4  a  month, 
three  month  minimum).  There’s  also 
a  mail  wrapping  service  (about  50 
cents  to  $1)  and  a  message  service— 
submit  your  list  and  they’ll  do  the  rest 
for  50  cents  per  card  for  five  or  more 
cards. 

Though  her  title  is  not  “government 
issue”,  Mrs.  Marites  Mallorca  is  the 
postmistress  at  The  Mailbox.  She 
weighs  the  mail,  sells  the  stamps, 
issues  the  money  orders  and  wraps 
the  packages. 

Merchants  and  residents  agree  that 
The  Mailbox  is  again  providing  a 
needed  community  service,  one  that 
has  been  missed  since  the  Orengo 
Variety  Store  closed  its  doors  last 
year.
